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Summary

e According to local data, currently in Fond du Lac County the burden of confirmed COVID-19 cases is
very high. The past 2-week confirmed case rate for Fond du lac County is 991.7 per 100,000
population, a decrease from the 1,526.6 per 100,000 population case rate last week.

e Unusually high case rates, in part, due to small population sizes, were noted in the past two
weeks for many municipalities.

e Taycheedah Correctional Institution is currently experiencing an outbreak contributing to the
higher case counts in the town of Taycheedah.

e The holiday weekend and lack of community testing availability due to holiday closures may be
contributing factors to a decrease in case numbers as reported in this week’s report. As
community testing availability increases and spread from holiday gatherings unfolds, there is
likely to be an increase in the number of cases the coming weeks. Continue to look at trends
over time to best assess current case activity.

e There has been an increase in antigen testing, contributing to an increase in probable COVID-19
cases, as compared to confirmed cases. Positive antigen test results are considered a probable
case. For more on probable cases please see WI DHS COVID-19: County Data.

e Increased physical distancing and mask wearing are recommended to reduce case counts and
decrease spread of the virus. Keep social circles small and avoid crowded indoor spaces.

Background Information and Considerations

This report provides data on the confirmed COVID-19 cases from November 16 — November 29, 2020 for
municipalities located within the Fond du Lac County Health Department jurisdiction. Data may be
underreported for recent days because test results can take multiple days to be reported to the health
department. Data are subject to change as cases are investigated, for example as updates or corrections are
made to case information. As this is a weekly report for the past 14 days, there will always be a week of
overlap between reports.

The COVID-19 data provided in this report is specific to the Fond du Lac County Health Department (FCHD)
jurisdiction (population: 105,269). It does not include data or cases for the portions of municipalities that
fall outside of Fond du Lac County, such as the City of Waupun. FCHD only provides case counts, case rates,
and burden status based on the jurisdiction of Fond du Lac County. Case rates fluctuate greatly among
municipalities with small population sizes. Interpret case rates with caution.
